TERROR IN NEW YORK 


Truck Hits Bystanders; 
8 Killed, 11 Injured

NEW YORK — A 29-year-old man driving a 
rental truck plowed down people on a Manhat- 
tan bike path Tuesday in what authorities 
described as a terrorist attack that killed eight 
and injured 1 before the suspect was shot and 
arrested by police. 

A sunny fall day along the Hudson River 
erupted in chaos just around the 
time students were getting out 
from nearby Stuyvesant High 
School, when a rented Home 
Depot truck turned on to the 
bike path along the West Side 
Highway. 

Witnesses say the speeding 
truck struck unsuspecting bicy- 
clists and pedestrians while 
onlookers screamed and scat- 
tered. The truck then veered left toward 
Chambers Street, where it collided with a small 
school bus, injuring two adults and two children 
inside, officials said. 

According to a video from the scene, the man 
then jumped out of the wrecked vehicle 
brandishing what appeared to be handguns. 
Some witnesses said he shouted “Allahu akbar” 
meaning “God is great” in Arabic.

Authorities in Connecticut said they are 
closely monitoring the New York City attack 
that left eight dead and 1 injured, although a 
deliberate incident like Tuesday’s is often 
unforeseen.
